Report  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Managers 

The  Xew  Year  has  opened  its  doors  and  calls  upon  all  for  an 
inventory  of  life's  work  during  the  days  of  1908  and  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  Lakeside  Hospital  realize  that  a  report  for  the  twelve 
months  past  is  called  for. 

We  look  for  our  President  but  he  answers  not, — as  mourners 
with  him  we  bow  our  heads  with  grief  and  sympathy  which  only 
loving  hearts  can  truly  offer. 

For  weeks  we  waited  and  watched  for  good  news  of  the  safe  re- 
covery of  our  friend  from  the  severe  illness  not  willing  to  accept 
the  possibility  of  anything  but  returning  health  in  time. 

But  Mrs.  Mather  has  been  called  to  the  heavenly  home  and  to 
her  well  earned  rest.  There  will  be  the  vacant  chair,  but  with  us 
she  left  a  record  of  a  faithful  life  work  that  time  cannot  efface.  So 
sending  our  most  heartfelt  sympathy  to  the  loved  ones  in  the 
desolate  home  and  as  we  know  our  friend  would  wish,  we  go  back 
to  our  records  of  1908  which  we  trust  will  show  work  accomplished 
in  which  we  may  rejoice  and  with  it  an  eagerness  in  planning  for 
Still  more  for  1909. 

The  January  meeting  of  last  year  was  held  for  the  first  time  in 
the  new  room  which  takes  the  place  of  the  former  one,  now  the 
private  ward  which  is  proving  so  valuable  an  addition  to  the 
Hospital.  During  the  time  of  these  alterations  the  Board  greatlv 
desiring  to  be  of  assistance  decided  to  undertake  to  secure,  if 
possible,  money  sufficient  to  furnish  entirely  the  new  ward.  A 
Committee  was  appointed  to  arrange  and  systematize  the  matter 
but  almost  immediately  the  money  panic  which  so  suddenly  befell 
our  country  made  immediate  action  undersirable. 

H-.wever,  the  delay  was  only  for  a  short  time  and  the  wonderful 
Its  were  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Board  this  year  and  will  be  entered  in  full  in  the 
Hospital  year  book. 

\\  hile  the  confusion  attendant  upon  the  new  building  and  changes 
in  so  many  parts  of  the  Hospital  has  not  discouraged,  it  has  greatly 
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increased  the  demands  made  upon  all  the  Committees  and  these 
cannot  be  told  in  the  few  words  which  may  be  devoted  to  each, 
at  this  time. 

The  Inspection  Committee  while  they  have  found  it  quite  im- 
possible to  look  for  or  to  expect  the  usual  order  and  regularity  in 
all  departments  which  is  their  wish  and  effort  to  make  manifest 
always,  they  are  very  glad  to  say  that  not  only  the  Superintendent 
and  others  in  charge  but  all  those  who  have  been  most  disturbed 
and  encumbered  in  their  work  have  shown  themselves  most  anxious 
and  willing  to  do  the  best  possible  to  bring  order  and  quiet  out  of 
the  oft  time  chaos,  leaving  the  Committee  under  great  obligations 
to  them  all  and  looking  with  pleasure  to  the  future  with  its  present 
promise. 

A  few  items  from  the  Stock  Room  of  the  Linen  Supplies  Com- 
mittee who  are  responsible  for  the  most  part  for  the  purchase  and 
distribution  of  all  articles  for  the  sick  room  will  give  the  best  con- 
ception of  the  time  and  work  required  in  order  that  the  supply 
shall  always  meet  the  demand.  For  the  new  Private  Ward  this 
year  there  were  issued  5,986  new  articles,  for  the  new  equipment 
of  Ward  "M"  2,561  and  1,000  more  still  needed,  this  with  no  men- 
tion of  constant  purchases  and  supplies  for  the  other  parts  of  the 
Hospital. 

The  bills  for  1908  show  an  increase  over  those  of  1907  of 
$1,253.80,  increase  of  supplies  $1,208.04. 

With  this  report  of  work  accomplished  the  Committee  wish  to 
acknowledge  emphatically  the  never  failing  co-operation  of  Miss 
Ellis,  her  assistants  and  employees.  This  year  also  the  Committee 
acknowledge  with  many  thanks  the  assistance  given  by  the  Sewing 
Societies  of  different  churches  in  the  making  of  articles  from 
material  furnished. 

No  one  can  fail  to  appreciate  the  interest  of  the  Flower  and 
Entertainment  Committee  in  their  endeavor  to  make  the  surround- 
ings of  the  Hospital  attractive  from  the  outside  and  a  comfort  and 
delight  to  those  who  are  retained  within.  Plans  for  a  still  increas- 
ing outlay  in  the  spring  are  already  in  waiting.  For  this  they  are 
always  under  great  obligations  to  the  Landscape  Gardener  who 
never  fails  them  and  to  the  generous  donations  of  our  florists  and 
many  friends.  The  decorations  furnished  and  arranged  for  last 
Christmas  were  still  more  elaborate  and  beautiful  than  ever  before. 
The  Committee  endeavors  to  aid  in  every  way  entertainments  of 
all  kinds  and  their  work  always  speaks  for  itself. 
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To  assist  those  preparing  for  their  life's  work  by  furnishing 
medical  books  and  literature  the  Library  Committee  have  collected 
for  a  "Nurses'  Library"  works  recommended  by  physicians  and 
teachers,  purchasing  new  ones  so  far  as  money  donated  will  allow. 
Besides  this  a  General  Library  for  use  throughout  the  Hospital 
including  the  Wards  has  now  six  hundred  volumes  and  still  call- 
ing for  more.  It  is  found  that  magazines  and  papers  are  most 
useful  in  the  wards  since  when  worn  or  soiled  they  can  be  destroy- 
ed, and  donations  of  all  such  are  solicited. 

The  various  monthly  donations  must  be  recorded  and  acknow- 
ledged to  the  donors,  the  necessary  work  for  the  printers  as  to  the 
Graduation  Exercises,  and  the  Entertainments  must  be  carefully 
prepared  and  afterward  sent  to  their  destination.  All  this  with  the 
arrangements  for  the  supplies  for  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas 
Dinners,  to  say  nothing  of  much  more  of  various  kinds,  is  the  work 
so  faithfully  done  by  the  Donation  and  Invitation  Committee. 

The  Visiting  and  Relief  Committee  have  found  in  the  new 
arrangements  made  by  their  efforts  early  in  the  year  between  the 
Hospital  and  the  Rainbow  Cottage  that  their  work  has  been  great- 
ly enlarged  and  benefited.  A  Visiting  Nurse  also  has  been  secured 
to  look  after  convalescent  patients  after  having  left  the  Hospital, 
reporting  to  physicians  as  to  medicines,  etc.  This  has  proved 
most  satisfactory  and  report  of  the  work  is  made  to  the  Board 
each  month.  The  frequent  visits  of  the  Committee  to  the  bedside 
of  the  suffering  are  often  welcomed  and  acknowledged,  making 
their  work  of  great  interest. 

The  work  of  the  Kindergarten  Committee  is  one  of  special  in- 
terest and  results  of  their  efforts  richly  repay  them.  Among  the 
various  changes  in  the  Hospital  was  the  removing  of  the  Children's 
Ward  to  the  opposite  side  of  the  building  but  the  new  quarter- 
are  equally  desirable.  A  visit  to  the  little  ones  while  their  help- 
leness  appeals  directly  to  every  mother's  heart,  the  happy  and  con- 
tented faces  even  of  the  youngest  show  the  faithful  care  and  tend- 
erness of  those  in  charge. 

Never  was  Santa  Claus  more  generous  or  his  personality  more 
pronounced  than  on  this  last  Christmas,  and  the  day  will  be  a  life- 
long remembrance  to  every  one  of  the  children  who  were  old  enough 
to  understand  it. 

While  the  Kindergarten  teachers  of  our  city  for  a  long  time 
gave  their  services  for  visiting  the  Children's  ward;  since  the  in- 
troduction  of   two   sessions    in    our    schools    this    was   necessarily 
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abandoned.  The  Comittee  have  now  secured  for  these  visits 
young  ladies  of  our  city  so  that  each  day  at  least  two  or  three 
are  always  in  the  Ward  during  the  visiting  hour  and  their  visits 
are  so  much  appreciated  and  enjoyed  both  by  the  children  and  by 
those  whose  constant  attendance  for  the  time  is  somewhat  relieved. 

It  has  been  a  year  of  anxiety  and  toil  and  without  the  ever 
ready  answer  from  the  Superintendent  and  all  officials  to  what 
might  be  termed  ''emergency  calls"  there  would  be  less  to  say  of 
the  year's  work. 

Thus  once  more  the  Board  of  Managers  sends  out  its  yearly 
record  of  work  attempted,  work  accomplished  and  work  still  con- 
templated, for  notwithstanding  all  that  the  year's  work  can  show 
there  is  still  call  for  more  and  already  there  is  much  outlined  for 
the  present  year  even  thus  early ;  but  the  past  has  made  certain 
that  friends  will  never  fail  to  meet  the  call  of  the  maimed  and 
sick  within  our  walls.

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Report  of  the  Special  Committee  of  the 
Lady  Board  of  Managers 

In  the  Spring  of  1907  it  became  necessary  to  make  many  changes 
in  Lakeside  Hospital,  changes  demanded  by  the  ever  increasing 
work  of  the  Hospital,  and  by  a  desire  to  keep  the  beloved  Institu- 
tion in  the  front  ranks  of  the  most  modern  and  best  equipped  in- 
stitutions of  the  kind  in  the  Country.  The  changes  after  careful 
planning  and  consideration,  were  finally  decided  upon  by  the 
Trustees,  and  then  it  was  that  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  learn- 
ed that  in  order  to  do  what  was  actually  required  an  outlay  of 
$110,000  was  necessary,  which  sum  total,  in  all  its  vastness,  bore 
with  it  an  inspiration  for  the  Board  to  step  forward  from  its  con- 
fines of  a  working  Board  only  into  the  broader  field  of  a  financially 
helpful  one,  which  spirit  is  clearly  shown  in  these  extracts  of  the 
June  and  November  meetings  of  the  Board : — 

"That  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  of  Lakeside  Hospital  have 
always  been  a  most  efficient  ivorking  board. 

That  there  have  been  few  demands  upon  the  ladies  for  financial 
support. 

That  the  ladies  are  continually  showing  by  their  generous  re- 
sponse to  appeals  for  donations  from  the  different  committees  that 
only  an  opportunity  is  needed. 

That  the  trustees  of  Lakeside  Hospital  have  assumed  a  heavy 
burden,  for  in  order  to  bring  more  support  to  the  hospital  many 
changes  are  necessary,  meaning  if  all  the  contemplated  improve- 
ments are  undertaken,  and  even  then  not  all  that  are  needed,  it  will 
require  an  outlay  of  $110,000. 

That  not  more  than  half  that  amount  has  been  pledged. 

That,  therefore,  it  would  seem  that  this  is  our  opportunity  to 
assist. 

That  concerted  action  in  the  form  of  an  equal  assessment  is  not 
to  be  considered. 

That  concerted  action  in  the  form  of  each  giving  something,  no 
member,  non-resident  member,  nor  honorary  member  to  be  omitted, 
each  giving  as  she  is  able,  whether  it  be  ten  dollars,  one  hundred 
dollars,  one  thousand  dollars,  or  five  thousand,  is  practical." 
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In  November  a  financial  committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Billings, 
Chairman.  Mrs.  Leonard,  Mrs.  Crile,  Mrs.  Smith,  Mrs.  Tracy,  Mrs. 
Harmon  and  Mrs.  Corlett  was  appointed  by  the  Board,  and  in 
January  1908  the  Committee  asked  the  members  of  the  Board  to 
all  meet  with  them  at  the  residence  of  Mrs.  Billings  in  order  that 
every  member  might  have  an  opportunity  to  thoroughly  under- 
stand the  work,  its  object  and  to  counsel  as  to  the  wisest  method 
of  procedure.  Twenty-four  members  of  the  Board  were  present 
at  the  meeting  and  it  was  decided  that  the  Committee  should  send 
appeals  and  explanations  of  the  work  to  members,  both  active  and 
honorary,  of  the  Board,  with  a  request  that  contributions  be  paid 
in  by  May  first ;  the  amount  of  said  contribution  to  be  regarded  as 
confidential  between  the  donor  and  member  of  the  Committee  re- 
ceiving the  same. 

The  following  appeal  was  forthwith  sent  by  the  Committee : — 
•'By  resolution  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  of  Lakeside 
Hospital  it  was  decided  that  the  ladies  of  the  Board  would  make 
an  effort  among  themselves  to  raise  a  part  or  all  of  the  estimated 
amount,  viz:  $18,000.  which  is  required  to  convert  the  old  adminis- 
tration building  into  private  wards.  To  forward  this  purpose  of 
the  Board  a  financial  committee  consisting  of  Mrs.  Billings.  Chair- 
man:  Mrs.  Leonard.  Mrs.  George  Crile.  Mrs.  R.  A.  Harmon, 
Mrs.  James  J.  Tracy,  Mrs.  Corlett  and  Mrs.  Smith,  was  appointed 
by  the  Board  to  solicit  subscriptions  from  among  the  members  of 
the  Board.  The  enclosed  extracts  from  the  minutes  of  the  June 
and  November  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers  show  the 
reason  for  the  action.  By  virtue  of  these  changes  there  will  be 
secured  30  well  equipped  private  rooms  away  from  the  noise  of 
the  trains ;  in  fact  a  sadly  needed  requirement,  both  in  the  com- 
fort of  the  patient  and  toward  the  support  of  the  Hospital,  which 
is  now  lacking  in  paying  or  private  rooms,  will  be  met  and  it  does 
seem  as  though  an  opportunity  were  thus  being  given  the  Board 
to  unite  in  expressing  their  affection  for  the  Hospital,  their  ap- 
preciation of  its  splendid  work,  and  their  personal  desire  to  do 
their  share  in  forwarding  the  same  by  not  leaving  the  difficult 
money  raising  problem  entirely  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Hospital. 
who  have  already  conquered  such  tremendous  obligations  of  thi> 
nature."  with  the  result  that  by  May  1st.  practically  fourteen  thous- 
and of  the  coveted  $18,000.  had  been  paid  in.  which  sum  has  h 
time  to  time  since  May  been  further  augmented,  until  today  its  total 
stands  at  $15,900.     Every  member  of  the  Board  save  one  h 
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heard  from,  and  while  all  could  not  give,  the  unfailing  expressions 
of  love  and  interest  in  the  Hospital  betokened  a  richness  of  desire 
to  do  far,  far  in  excess  of  all  commercial  standards.  So,  while  we 
have  not  attained  the  heighth  of  our  ambition,  the  Board  can  at 
least  feel  the  effort  was  fine  and  results  certainly  helpful. 

In  closing  I  beg  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Committee  for 
their  courteous  kindness  to  me,  and  to  assure  them  it  has  the  grate- 
ful gratitude  of  their  Chairman.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent 

Cleveland,  Ohio,  January  ist,  1909. 
To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  Lakeside  Hospital. 
Gentlemen: — 

I  beg  to  submit  a  report  of  the  work  done  at  Lakeside  Hos- 
pital for  the  year  ending  December  31st,  1908. 

The  average  attendance  for  the  year  at  the  Hospital  was  198 
patients,  an  increase  of  8  patients  per  day  over  the  preceeding  year. 

The  total  number  of  days  of  treatment  was  72,588,  an  in- 
crease of  3,208  days. 

The  number  of  days  of  free  treatment  in  the  open  wards  was 
33,485,  as  against  30,583  in  1907. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  to  the  Dispensary  during  the 
year  was  37,388,  an  increase  of  7,339.  There  were  16,779  Pre_ 
scriptions  written  and  7,160  surgical  dressings  done.  The  total 
number  of  days  of  free  treatment  given  in  the  wards  of  the  Hos- 
pital and  at  the  Free  Dispensary  was  70,873  days,  an  increase  of 
10,241  days  over  last  year. 

We  are  confronted  this  year  with  a  larger  deficit  than  usual 
between  the  maintenance  expenditures  and  the  Hospital  receipts. 
The  new  additions  completed  early  in  the  year,  which  added  54  beds 
to  the  Hospital  capacity,  helped  to  increase  the  running  expenses 
of  the  institution.  The  financial  depression  that  came  late  in  1907, 
and  deprived  so  many  thousands  in  this  city  of  earning  their  living, 
has  extended  through  this  year  and  has  affected  the  Hospital  re- 
ceipts greatly. 

A  glance  at  the  statistics  given  above  shows  the  charity  work 
of  the  Hospital  was  much  increased  this  year  in  consequence  of 
the  hard  times.  The  receipts  from  the  pay  wards  fell  far  below 
our  expectations.  The  unprecedented  high  prices  of  1907  for  all 
Hospital  supplies  prevailed  throughout  this  year.  This  combina- 
tion of  unusual  conditions  is  accountable  for  our  large  deficit. 
Although  the  showing  of  the  Hospital  this  year  was  disappointing 
from  a  financial  viewpoint,  we  have  the  satisfaction  of  knowing 
that  the  benefits  of  the  Hospital  reached  a  much  larger  number 
than  in  any  previous  year  in  the  history  of  Lakeside  Hospital.

The  gross  daily  per  capita  cost  for  the  year  was  $2.33.  This 
estimate  is  based  upon  the  entire  cost  of  running  the  Hospital, 
including  all  extraordinary  expenses,  such  as  insurance,  real  estate 
improvements,  new  equipment,  the  cost  of  running  a  large  free 
dispensary,  pathological  department  and  out-door  visiting  relief 
work.  If  all  the  above  items  of  expense  be  deducted  from  the 
total  expenditures,  leaving  only  the  maintenance  expense,  the  per 
capita  cost  would  be  reduced  to  $2.19. 

The  work  of  converting  29  rooms  in  the  Administration  Build- 
ing, formerly  used  as  quarters  for  the  house  staff,  into  private 
rooms  for  patients,  was  completed  April  1st,  1908.  These  rooms, 
on  account  of  their  size  and  location,  in  the  quiet  part  of  the  Hos- 
pital, make  them  very  desirable. 

The  work  of  changing  the  private  word  "M"  from  single 
rooms  to  small  wards  (accommodating  from  4  to  12  patients)  was 
finished  July  1st,  1908.  These  accommodations  meet  the  demands 
of  a  large  number  of  people,  who  heretofore  were  obliged  to  take 
a  bed  in  the  large  open  ward  or  engage  a  private  room. 

The  orthopaedic  work  started  a  year  ago  in  connection  with 
the  surgical  service  of  the  Hospital  and  Dispensary,  has  been  of 
rapid  growth.  Hundreds  of  cripples  have  received  the  benefits  of 
the  specialists,  besides   having  their  braces   furnished   free.     The 
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fund  to  carry  on  this  work  is  not  sufficient.  Some  special  dona- 
tions were  received  last  year,  which  enabled  us  to  proceed  making 
braces  for  those  unable  to  pay,  otherwise  we  would  have  been 
obliged  to  stop  the  work,  or  pay  for  the  braces  out  of  the  main- 
tenance account.  The  amount  of  work  being  done  right  now 
warrants  our  undertaking  to  equip  and  support  a  shop  for  the 
manufacture  of  these  braces  at  the  Hospital.  It  is  believed  a  shop 
will  be  self-supporting  after  it  is  once  equipped. 

A  room  in  the  operating  pavilion,  first  floor,  formerly  used  for 
storing  surgical  supplies,  has  been  converted  into  an  operating 
room  for  our  Visiting  Eye,  Ear,  Xose  and  Throat  specialists.  The 
equipment  is  considered  very  complete. 

To  Mr.  and  Mrs.  H.  G.  Dalton  we  are  indebted  for  the  erec- 
tion of  a  veranda  for  the  children.  A  special  feature  of  this 
veranda  is  the  shutting  out  of  flies  and  mosquitoes  by  means  of 
a  closely  woven  bronze  wire  netting,  which  surrounds  the  entire 
frame.  The  benefits  derived  from  this  veranda  cannot  be  correctly 
estimated,  but  we  do  know  that  the  mortality  rate  among  the  chil- 
dren last  year  was  much  lower  than  in  1907.  The  house-fly  is  a 
positively  known  means  of  spreading  certain  intestinal  diseases 
common  to  children ;  so  we  cannot  help  but  feel  that  the  screened 
veranda  saved  the  lives  of  many  children  during  the  hot  summer 
months  last  year  when  such  diseases  prevailed. 

A  new  feature  of  Hospital  work  this  year  was  the  introduction 
of  a  Visiting  Nurse  to  follow  all  convalescent  patients  to  their 
homes  to  carry  out  or  direct  any  after  treatment  that  the  house 
physician  prescribed.  Miss  Thurza  R.  Wright,  a  graduate  of 
much  experience,  was  chosen  to  introduce  this  work  at  Lakeside. 
We  feel  that  we  were  most  wise  in  our  choice,  as  she  has  demon- 
strated fully  to  our  satisfaction  that  the  work  she  is  doing  in- 
creases the  efficiency  of  a  Hospital  to  the  publir. 

In  the  beginning,  we  had  but  a  vague  idea  of  what  we  desired 
to  accomplish,  beyond  the  visiting  and  treating  convalescent  pa- 
tients. We  soon  found  out  that  the  field  of  work  was  a  very 
broad  one,  and  we  have  attempted  to  do  a  great  deal  more  than 
we  started  out  to  do.  We  have  been  greatly  assisted  in  this  work 
by  the  Visiting  Xurse  Association,  the  Associated  Charities,  the 
Juvenile  Court  and  the  Legal  Aid  and  Humane  Societies,  with 
whom  we  have  co-operated  in  many  instances.  The  duties  of  the 
visiting  nurse  began  February  1st,  1908,  consequently  we  have  not 
a  complete  report  of  the  year  ready,  but  hope  to  publish  a  separate 
report  later,  covering,  in  detail,  the  full  year's  work. 
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One  of  the  most  pressing  needs  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital  for 
some  time  has  been  a  new  Nurses'  Residence.  The  attention  of 
the  Trustees  has  been  repeatedly  called  to  the  fact  that  the  Nurses' 
Home  which  was  built  to  accommodate  42  nurses,  has  for  some 
years  been  inadequate  to  accommodate  the  force  of  nurses  required 
at  the  Hospital.  Mr.  Samuel  Mather,  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Lakeside  Hospital,  has  relieved  the  situation  by 
a  magnificent  donation  of  $100,000  to  build  and  equip  an  addition 
of  80  rooms  to  the  present  building.  It  is  his  intention  to  provide 
a  single  room  for  each  head  nurse  and  pupil  nurse  of  the  School. 
The  building  will  provide  ample  space  for  kitchen,  dining  and 
serving  rooms,  lecture,  recitation  and  reception  rooms.  Three 
rooms  have  been  set  aside  in  the  plans  of  the  new  building  as  an 
infirmary  ward  and  isolation  room  for  the  nurses.  Only  mild  cases 
of  illness  will  be  treated  in  this  infirmary.  We  hope  that  the  con- 
tract for  the  work  on  this  Nurses'  Residence  will  be  awarded  be- 
fore the  first  of  March,  1909,  so  that  the  work  may  begin  promptly 
on  that  date. 

Mr.  P.  O.  Clark,  a  graduate  of  Oberlin  College,  1903,  was 
appointed  May  1st,  1908,  as  Assistant  Superintendent.  Since  gradu- 
ation, and  up  to  the  time  of  his  appointment  here,  he  was  manager 
of  a  large  Young  Men's  Christian  Association  Club  at  Morenci, 
Arizona.  Mr.  Clark  has  all  the  necessary  qualifications  to  become 
a  successful  officer. 

Several  important  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the  Superin- 
tendent's Staff  have  occurred  during  the  year.  Mr.  F.  E.  Peck,  who 
has  been  Chief  Engineer  since  the  opening  of  the  Hospital  in  1908, 
resigned  in  April  to  go  to  the  State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  Mas- 
sillon,  Ohio,  as  Chief  Engineer  of  their  plant.  We  were  very  re- 
luctant to  allow  him  to  leave,  but  financial  inducements  were  too 
great  for  us  to  overcome.  Mr.  George  H.  Bradley,  for  several 
years  with  the  Hill-Clutch  Company,  of  this  city,  was  appointed  his 
successor. 

Miss  Edith  A.  Thomas,  cashier  and  bookkeeper  at  Lakeside 
for  eight  years,  resigned  in  August,  to  go  to  Kansas  to  live.  We 
were  very  sorry  to  lose  such  a  valuable  officer.  Miss  S.  E.  Ranney, 
of  this  city,  succeeded  Miss  Thomas. 

I  wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Trustees,  the  Board  of 
Lady  Managers  and  to  the  visiting  staff  for  their  loyal  support 
during  the  year.  To  the  officers  of  the  Hospital  and  heads  of  de- 
partments, I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  their  services.
